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There Is No Drought in Villa Park 

But it’s conning—hard

D riving into the suburban 

Orange County enclave of Villa 
Park, you’ll pass medians and 
driveways lined with tall trees, 
their leaves green from the Southern 
California sun. You may notice Santiago 
Creek, which was dammed in the 1920s 
and is typically dry. If you do see water, 
it’s more likely to be the Orange County 
Water District’s Santiago Creek Recharge 
Basin, a manmade pond full of water per¬ 
colating into the aquifer below. 

Take a tour of the small, 5,900-person 
population city, and there will be sprawl¬ 
ing lots, most of which are at least 20,000 
square feet (nearly half an acre) in size, 
as legislated by city code. The houses are 
also grand, but they may seem small in 
comparison to all the land; the maximum 
house size is legislated to be approximately 
30 percent of its lot in Villa Park. The 
remaining 70 percent? Landscaping. Grass 
and fruit trees and shrubbery that, while 
unbearably thirsty, have stayed mostly 
green into this fourth year of the drought. 

And that’s what has made Villa Park’s 
Serrano Water District the fourth thirsti¬ 
est water authority in all of California 
when measured per capita, and it’s that 
water use that’s bringing the drought to 
Villa Park. Last week, the State Water 
Resources Control Board released a draft 
of its rules designed to meet Governor 
Jerry Brown’s mandated 25 percent cut 
in water use. The rules include reduc¬ 
tion goals for each water authority in 
the state, ranging from 8 percent to 36 
percent, depending on per capita usage. 
This summer, Villa Park would be one of 
four authorities in Orange County to face 
the toughest reduction requirement, a full 
36 percent down from its usage in 2014, 
totaling just more than 190 gallons per 
person per day. 

For comparison, people in the city of 
Seal Beach use 64.7 gallons per day, and 
Santa Ana 78.3. The total amount of water 
a person in Villa Park would have to save 
is more than the amount of water a person 
in Seal Beach and a person in Santa Ana 
would use combined. 

If you look hard enough, the early 
effects of the drought can already be seen. 
The trees on the street medians are no 
longer surrounded by flowers or green 
grass, as they’ve historically been, but 
rather by dirt or brown turf, as the city 
can no longer water the medians using 
potable water. Some homeowners have 
even started ripping out excess grass. 
According to the Metropolitan Water Dis¬ 
trict of Orange County, 17 households in 
Villa Park have taken advantage of its Turf 
Removal Program, which offers a rebate

for each square foot of grass replaced with 
drought-tolerant landscaping. Together, 
those 17 households have ripped out more 
than 42,000 square feet of grass, repre¬ 
senting a savings of nearly 1 million gal¬ 
lons of water per year. 

“I’ve noticed a lot more brown patches 
and a lot more people pulling out their 
yards,” says Lori Churney, a Villa Park 
homeowner whose husband replaced 
their front yard with desert landscap¬ 
ing three years ago, before the drought 
entered its heyday. They replaced their 
yard not because of water, but because 
her husband was tired of mowing the 
hilly lawn. They reaped the benefits as 
rain failed to fall for the next few years. 
“We were lucky,” she says. “It’s ended up 
bringing the water bill down a bit.” 

Directly across the street, her neighbor, 
a doctor, had just ripped out nearly all of 
the greenery on one of his steep hillsides, 
temporarily leaving bare dirt covering half 
of the skeleton of an old sprinkler system. 
In other parts of the city, a few households 
have even replaced their lawns with artifi¬ 
cial turf, but they’re still far in the minority. 

There’s much more water to be saved, 
especially during the summer months, 
when 80 percent to 90 percent of water 
used is on outdoor landscaping, estimates 
Jerry Vilander, Serrano Water District’s 
general manager. On April 14, Serrano’s 
board of directors passed level-two water- 
shortage regulations to help ensure the 
district avoids state penalties of $10,000 
per day. Included in the regulations are 
restrictions on watering plants more 
than two days per week and filling empty 
swimming pools. 

“Some ratepayers will need to change 
their behavior toward landscape irriga¬ 
tion,” Vilander says. “They’re going to 
have to accept they’re going to need to cut 
back. Some people aren’t going to be man¬ 
dated to cut much at all because they’ve 
already installed artificial turf and taken 
other measures, and that’ll be reflected in 
any requirements, but people who haven’t 
may have to cut upward of 50 percent or 
60 percent or face penalty rates. 

“We hope that residents realize this is 
an emergency, that it’s mandated regula¬ 
tion,” he continues. “We hope residents 
who are watering without any set sched¬ 
ule pay a little bit more attention because 
if they don’t, Serrano might have to pay 
the $10,000 penalty.”

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A Weekly investigation finds that those 
weird-looking oil islands are doing a lot more 
than just drinking the city's milkshake

erhaps you’ve driven past them at night: 

[ several towering panels lit up like a psy¬ 
chedelic art installation, with a 45-foot 
waterfall gushing down the side and onto 
the boulder-strewn, pedestal-shaped, 
very-much-manmade island. The brightly 
painted structures seem harmless enough—if a bit out of 
place several hundred feet offshore from Long Beach’s 
affluent Bluff Park neighborhood—but what goes on 
behind the palm-lined facade is profoundly controversial 
and potentially very dangerous. 

Built in 1965, the four THUMS islands—so named 
for the companies that first developed the sites: Texaco, 
Humble, Unocal, Mobil and Shell—were designed by 
esteemed landscape architect Joseph Linesch, who had 
a knack for turning blight into eye candy. While Long 
Beach’s Gas & Oil Department (LBGO) operates the 
islands, a wholly owned subsidiary of Occidental Petro¬ 


leum (known as Occidental Long Beach Inc.) is con¬ 
tracted to perform the work of extracting fossil fuels from 
beneath the ocean floor. 

The THUMS islands include portions of Pier J in the 
Port of Long Beach, and were constructed from a goli¬ 
ath supply of stone from Catalina Island—640,000 tons 
of it—along with 3.2 million cubic yards of sand from 
Long Beach Harbor. The purpose was to exploit the vast 
reserves of the Wilmington Oil Field, which stretches 13 
miles long and 3 miles wide, from onshore San Pedro to 
offshore Seal Beach. Since it was first discovered in 1932, 
6,150 wells have been drilled in the oil field, with nearly 
1,550 pumps still active. 

It’s estimated the Wilmington reserves originally 
contained 3 billion barrels of oil, with around 300,000 
million barrels left in the tank today. In 1940, Long 
Beach began to sink as a result of so much oil being 
drained from beneath the city. By the early 1950s, this 
so-called “subsidence” phenomenon was causing the 
city’s elevation to drop by approximately 2 feet per year. 
The results were destructive: Streets cracked, pipes 
warped, and buildings became unsafe. The sinking even 
caused minor geological tremors. In 1953, Long Beach 
began injecting water into the oil reservoirs, and the 
subsidence stopped. 


It’s safe to say the wells have been a bit of a cash cow 
for Long Beach, accounting for almost 5 percent of the 
city’s total budget—almost $80 million annually over 
the past two years alone. The city has used nearly every 
technique in the oil playbook to pump the liquid loot out 
of the ground, including the contentious practice known 
as hydraulic fracturing or fracking. The process involves 
shooting a virulent cocktail of water, sand and chemicals 
deep underground to force oil and natural gas to the sur¬ 
face. Fracking is typically utilized in tricky geological areas 
where other extraction methods can’t get the job done. 

In March, the Weekly obtained an internal two-page 
city document produced by LBGO that was meant to only 
be seen by the city’s 11-member Sustainable City Com¬ 
mission, which reports to the mayor’s office and advises 
the City Council. Titled “Hydraulic Fracturing in Long 
Beach,” the memo states that fracking was started on the 
THUMS islands in the early 1970s and has been practiced 
consistently in Long Beach since the mid-1990s, with a 
total of 196 wells fracked so far. The document goes on to 
say that “LBGO has followed all Federal and State regula¬ 
tions ... [and] has safely conducted a hydraulic fracturing 
operation and, at the same time, successfully addresses 
many of the public concerns.”

With this odd memo, LBGO appears to 
be attempting to fend off internal critics 
as tales of fouled aquifers, toxic air pol¬ 
lution and earthquakes associated with 
fracking operations have made their way 
to California from places such as Okla¬ 
homa, Texas and Pennsylvania, where 
these types of problems have been well- 
documented. Citizens across the country, 
including many in California, want frack¬ 
ing banned outright. Their belief that the 
practice is unsafe is shared by many in the 
scientific community. 

Retired geologist Dr. Tom Williams finds 
it’s not only fracking that’s cause for concern 
in Long Beach, but also all of the oil and gas 
operations. The oil-industry insider now 
advises various groups in the Los Angeles 
area that oppose fracking. “Long Beach is 
sitting on a bomb,” asserts Williams, a no- 
nonsense man who worked for more than 
20 years with Parsons Oil & Gas and 10 
years with the government of Dubai. “[An 
earthquake produced by the] Palos Verdes 
fault zone will eventually hit, and well cases 
will pop, and there’ll be a massive spill.” 

Williams’ prediction isn’t as far¬ 
fetched as you might think. A significant 
6.4 magnitude earthquake struck Long 
Beach in 1933, the largest quake ever 
recorded to have hit the Southern Cali¬ 


fornia coast. (The Palos Verdes fault line, 
which slices directly through the Port 
of Long Beach, is estimated to have the 
potential for a 7.25 magnitude quake.) 
According to geologists, it’s not a mat¬ 
ter of if such an event will happen, but 
merely how soon. When a quake that 
large strikes, there’s really no telling 
how much damage it will cause Long 


Beach’s fossil fuel projects, especially 
the pipelines that carry oil below the 
seabed, up to 155,000 barrels per day, 
from the oil islands to onshore refineries 
in Torrence. (Spills do happen. In 2013, a 
leak occurred in the Port of Long Beach, 
and the THUMS lines were temporarily 
taken offline.) 

The fight against fracking is spread¬ 


ing across California, with voters 
backing ballot measures banning the 
practice in San Benito and Mendocino 
counties. In the Los Angeles area, Bev¬ 
erly Hills has outlawed the practice, 
and residents of Culver City, Carson and 
Baldwin Hills are pushing for similar 
resolutions, as are citizen groups in 
Orange County’s Brea. 


t’s a warm Sunday afternoon, and 
six members of the small, feisty 
outfit called Stop Fracking Long 
Beach (SFLB) are gathered at the 
quaint downtown Green House 
cafe for a biweekly brainstorming 
meeting. The six-week-old organization, 
which already counts nearly 300 mem¬ 
bers on its Facebook page, is committed to 


figuring out what’s going on in—or rather, 
underneath—their town. They don’t swal¬ 
low the story the city government has 
been feeding them, that fracking is harm¬ 
less and they need not worry. 

“We know what we’re up against,” 
insists Peggy O’Neil Rosales, a longtime 
Long Beach resident and brand-new 
member of SFLB. “Long Beach is the only 
city in the country with its own Gas & Oil 
Department. That tells you something 
right there. Sure, they say [fracking] is fine 
and safe, but there’s absolutely no public 
oversight whatsoever. We know very little 
about what’s really going on and how it’s 
impacting our community.” 

City officials are doing their best to 
keep it that way. Long Beach’s new Mayor 
Robert Garcia, whom many consider to be 
a progressive, pro-environment Democrat, 
has long been an advocate for transitioning 
away from fossil fuels in order to combat 
climate change. But Garcia doesn’t appear 
to be overly troubled by oil production’s 
more immediate impacts here in the city. 
“The mayor supports Governor [Jerry] 
Brown’s efforts to combat climate change, 
as well as the study of fracking’s health, 
environmental and economic impacts,” 
says Daniel Brezenoff, Garcia’s spokesper¬ 
son. “Our operations are assessed regularly 
by multiple state and federal agencies.” 

That’s exactly the problem, argue envi¬ 
ronmental activists who have consistently 
targeted Brown for his warm embrace of oil 
and gas production in California. In Febru-

ary, groups protested during Brown’s speech 
at the Oakland March for Real Climate 
Leadership. The demonstration occurred 
the same week a petition containing more 
than 184,000 signatures was delivered to 
the governor’s Sacramento office, urging 
him to ban fracking throughout the state. 

“Governor Brown has painted a bold 
vision to make California a global leader 
on climate change, but he has made zero 
mention of the extreme dangers of frack¬ 
ing or made any substantial attempt to 
address it,” Tim Molina of California- 
based Courage Campaign, one of the 
groups responsible for gathering signa¬ 
tures, complained in a statement. “We 
met with Governor Brown to urge him 
to follow the lead of New York Governor 
Cuomo and acknowledge the real threat 
that fracking poses to the health and safety 
of our communities—and implement a 
statewide ban on fracking.” 

So why are environmental activists so 
worried? To begin with, they argue, frack¬ 
ing pollutes groundwater and excessively 
wastes precious supplies during a severe 
drought—some 70 million gallons were 
diverted for use in fracking last year in Cal¬ 
ifornia alone. In fact, the California Envi¬ 
ronmental Protection Agency admitted in 
early February that state officials allowed 
more than 2,500 fracking wells to dump 
wastewater into protected underground 
aquifers, mostly in Kern County. Nonethe¬ 
less, oil and gas development has been 
exempt from the mandatory water restric¬ 


tions Brown announced in early April. 

That isn’t the type of failed leader¬ 
ship Mayor Garcia ought to be following, 
contends Alexandra Nagy, a community 
organizer for Food & Water Watch, a 
nonprofit that’s fighting fracking. And, 
Nagy believes, it’s not just water pollution 
we should be worrying about. “If you live 
within 1,500 feet of an oil and gas well, 
you are considered a sensitive receptor, 
meaning you are being exposed to toxic 
chemicals and carcinogens coming from 
the oil and gas field and are at higher risk 
of illness and disease,” she says. “Of all 
the fracked wells in California, half are 
within 1,500 feet of a sensitive receptor. 
Los Angeles County is the second most 
productive county after Kern, and the 
Wilmington Oil Field, which lies through 
Long Beach, is the most productive field in 
LA County, third most in the country.” 

Dozens of recent studies back up Nagy’s 
claims. Last year, a peer-reviewed paper 
published in Environmental Health Per¬ 
spectives found that people were more 
than twice as likely to have skin and respi¬ 
ratory ailments if they resided near natural 
gas wells as opposed to those who did not. 
The study was followed up with a 56-page 
report from Earthworks, a public interest 
group, which looked at FLIR (infrared) 
camera film from several oil and gas facili¬ 
ties in California. The organization’s air 
samples at the sites found the “presence 
of 15 compounds known to have negative

effects on human health, as well as 11 com¬ 
pounds for which no health data is avail¬ 
able.” The report also noted that residents 
in these areas reported smelling odors 
likely related to nearby oil development 
and experienced higher than normal rates 
of skin rashes, sinus problems, headaches, 
nosebleeds and other ailments. 

While Long Beach has made strides in 
cleaning its filthy air during the past two 
decades, the greater Long Beach area still 
ranks as one of the most polluted in the 
entire country, according to the American 
Lung Association and the South Coast Air 
Quality Management District (SCAQMD). 
Local air-quality problems have long 
been associated with diesel rigs and large 
container ships traveling in and out of the 
bustling Port of Long Beach, but no doubt 
local oil and gas drilling has contributed to 
the problem. (When asked how the Long 
Beach Health Department manages risks 
associated with oil and gas production, the 
agency did not respond.) 

Elliot Gonzales, a 27-year-old SFLB 
member and the co-founder of Green Long 
Beach, says he immersed himself in local 
environmental and social justice causes 
after arriving in the coastal city from his 
home state of Florida. “I was just totally 
disgusted by the air quality when I first 
got here,” he says. “So many people here 
just accept the pollution as the norm, but 
we don’t have to. We need to make Long 
Beach a cleaner, better city for everyone.” 

Gonzales’ tenacity and commitment to 
the environment caught the attention of 


sion, [fracking] touches on other issues 
that make it highly sensitive,” said Larry 
Rich of the Office of Sustainability during 
the January meeting. “So that’s why it’s 
not on our agenda tonight... and unless 
we get some specific direction from [City 
Council] to take it up as an issue, we won’t 
be seeing it on our agenda.” 

Gonzales, who was absent during that 
meeting, wasn’t pleased when he heard 
Rich’s response. “All we really want is 
more accountability and an open forum to 
discuss the issues of fracking in a public 
setting,” he says. “I believe it’s unfair to 
communities here in Long Beach to not 
even be open to discussing the potential 
impacts of fracking on air and water qual¬ 
ity. How can [city government] ignore 
these types of public-health concerns?” 

On March 26, SFLB members and 
others came out to voice their fears 
about fracking at the commission’s 
monthly meeting and back up Gonzales’ 
plea to make it an agenda item. Six local 
residents took the podium to address 
why they felt it was crucial to press the 
City Council and Garcia to make the 
subject worthy of public debate. 

“I am here today to beseech you to bring 
the issue of fracking to the City Council,” 
resident Erin Foley said. “We know that 
fracking affects us, whether fracking is 
recognized as happening here or not, or 
recognized as a danger by the oil and gas 
industry.... This is a local, state and fed¬ 
eral issue, and I feel that starting locally 
is very important.... We know there are 
pipelines going underneath Long Beach 
to San Pedro, and that fracking has been 
occurring on the THUMS islands off 
the shore of Long Beach for more than a 
decade, so that makes the people around

former Mayor Bob Foster’s staff, and he 
was soon appointed to Long Beach’s Sus¬ 
tainable City Commission, on which he’s 
served ever since, having been reappointed 
by Garcia last year. “I was always bugging 
[the City Council], so I guess they just 
couldn’t ignore me any longer,” Gonzales 
says with a chuckle. 

While the Sustainable City Commis¬ 
sion lacks regulatory muscle, the body can 
bring issues before the City Council and is 
set up to serve as a sounding board for the 
public. “Fracking is a political quagmire for 
the City Council,” Gonzales admits. “But 
that’s not a reason to ignore the issue that 
so many of us are concerned about.” 

In December, Gonzales asked for frack¬ 
ing to be placed on the commission’s 
agenda; the initial response came the fol¬ 
lowing January. It was terse, to say the 
least. “With the Sustainability Commis- 


here a stakeholder in this.” 

Christopher J. Garner, who directs the 
city’s Gas & Oil Department, downplayed 
the importance and risk of fracking in an 
interview with the Weekly. “The last time 
a [frack] job occurred in [Long Beach was] 
over a year ago,” he says. “I can assure you 
that the expert opinion [is]... that our 
operations are very well-regulated by sev¬ 
eral federal and state regulatory agencies. 
Extreme caution is made to eliminate or 
minimize any risks to the environment.” 

Yet the Weekly has received exclusive 
data gathered by FracTracker, a leading 
resource on oil and gas operations, which 
indicates that hydraulic fracturing has 
occurred in Long Beach no less than 22 
times since 2012. In a draft report com¬ 
missioned by California Natural Resources 
Agency released in January, the authors 
estimated the “integrated data imply a 


























rate of 16 hydraulic fracturing operations 
per year offshore in California waters, all 
in the offshore portion of the Wilmington 
field [in Long Beach].” 

O n March 24, when the Califor¬ 
nia Division of Oil, Gas & Geo¬ 
thermal Resources (DOGGR) 
held its “aquifer exemption 
workshop” at the Holiday Inn 
near the Long Beach Airport, 
the news was still fresh—via a Feb. 9 report in 
the Associated Press—that California officials 
had allowed the injecting of fracking waste 
into state aquifers no less than 2,500 times. 

The meeting started out like so many 
other bureaucratic slumber fests, however. 

A headache-inducing PowerPoint presen¬ 
tation followed by more assertions that 
DOGGR was doing everything in its under¬ 
staffed power to protect California’s water 
resources, while continuing to allow “aquifer 
exemptions” to the very industry respon¬ 
sible for polluting groundwater in the state. 

Demonstrators associated with Cali¬ 
fornians Against Fracking held up signs 
near the workshop’s entrance, but inside 
the conference room, the mood was much 
more subdued. Attendees were nodding 
off as DOGGR officials outlined data 
requirements and procedures oil compa¬ 
nies could follow so they could continue 
to inject frack water into underground 
wells. That’s when things got interesting. 

First, a well-dressed activist politely inter¬ 
rupted the presentation by asking, ‘What is 
this workshop all about? Is it to teach them 
how to continue to poison our water?” 

Then another person spoke up and voiced 
a similar sentiment. Suddenly, the meeting 
had a little life to it. Alicia Rivers, who works 
with Communities for a Better Environment, 
took out two bottles of “frack water” and 
asked if DOGGR regulators would be inter¬ 
ested in taking a swig. Next, the ad-hoc group 
rolled out a banner that read, “Gov. Brown, 
Stop Letting Big Oil Poison Our Water!” 

“You are our regulators! You have vio¬ 
lated your mission,” announced Hamid 
Assian of Food & Water Watch as he walked 
toward the front of the room. “We hereby 
serve you your pink slip! Thank you!” 

In late 2013, the California State Assem¬ 
bly passed Senate Bill 4, its first attempt to 
employ regulations over the fracking. How¬ 
ever, last-minute amendments were added 
to the bill after heavy lobbying by oil and 
gas companies, causing most environmental 
groups to withdraw their support. While the 
regulations, which won’t go into full effect 
until January 2016, will require operators to 
list the types of chemicals they use in frack 
jobs, many well-stimulation projects will be 
exempt from environmental review, ground- 
water monitoring and the public notification 
process. The Los Angeles Times even edito¬ 
rialized the “Legislature should be embar¬ 
rassed by its reckless attitude on this issue.” 

Most of the well-stimulation that takes 
place in Long Beach will not be regulated by 
SB 4, even though certain impacts from oil 
and gas development could be just as great 
as those posed by hydraulic fracturing (also 
known as hydro-fracking), says Williams. For 
instance, Long Beach utilizes an extraction 


method known as gravel packing, a process 
that’s not regulated under the bill. 

SCAQMD notes that gravel packing is 
the second most common form of well- 
stimulation in the South Coast region. The 
technique uses a mixture of dangerous 
chemicals to stimulate rocks for oil, leaving 
nearby communities vulnerable to air toxins 
and vapors. Gravel packing, which applies 
many of the same chemicals as fracking, 
such as benzene and biocides (both known 
to kill living organisms and cause cancer), 
has been used offshore at least 90 times in 
Long Beach in the past three years. 

However, the most common form of drill¬ 
ing in Long Beach is known as acidizing, 
some of which will be regulated under SB 
4. Acidizing alone has occurred no less than 


150 times in Long Beach since 2012. As with 
hydro-fracking, acidizing contains hydrogen 
fluoride (HF), a colorless gas that dissolves 
in water. Even though you can’t see it, HF is 
not benign. Scientists say it’s one of the most 
hazardous chemicals in commercial use 
today. According to the Centers for Disease 
Control, exposure to HF can cause skin dam¬ 
age, chronic lung disease, permanent visual 
defects and even death. While acidizing and 
gravel packing are most popular in Long 
Beach, they have also been used in Hunting- 
ton Beach—a combined 31 times since 2012. 

Large portions of northern Orange and 
south Los Angeles counties sit atop a major 
aquifer that provides large amounts of 
cheap water to local communities, 60 per¬ 
cent of Long Beach’s alone. The potential 


for fracking operations to damage these 
precious water supplies is just too risky, crit¬ 
ics contend. That’s why activists say Long 
Beach’s City Council and Mayor Robert 
Garcia must be forced to address the issue. 

“We won’t stop until they do,” promises 
Rosales. “This issue is just too important. 
We aren’t about to let it go away.” 

Even so, Nagy predicts Long Beach offi¬ 
cials, cognizant of the dependency of their 
coffers on oil and gas revenues, will be reluc¬ 
tant to offend the local powers that be. “The 
oil and gas industry is so deeply embedded 
in Long Beach government, budget and poli¬ 
tics,” she says. “The status quo is not going 
to challenge themselves. For them, if s better 
to keep the public in the dark.”

Market Watch 


What to eat at downtown SanTana’s 4th Street Market

F ourth Street Market is a food 

hall not unlike most of the other 
new food halls in OC, honestly. 
But to me, it felt the most like a 
Singapore hawker center, where the stalls 
are actually single dish specialists focused 
on making that one thing they do best 
with nothing but a pay counter out front 
and the exposed guts of their kitchens 
behind them. Lined end-to-end, back-to- 
back, barely a buffer zone between one 
stall and the next, these vendors occupy 
the heart of 4th Street Market. And it’s 
this food court—not the gleaming incu¬ 
bator kitchens that can be rented by the 
hour, nor the Honor Roll Community 
Market where the products of that kitchen 
might be put up for sale—that most of the 
general public will want to visit. 

There's Mar by Jon Melendez, who 
previously ran Civic, but whose focus has 
changed here. Mar serves seafood, with its 
most popular item being the poke bowl. 

But the poke is actually its least memo¬ 
rable dish, with an excess of rice and only 
enough marinated fish to answer about half 
of it. What you should order instead is the 
Mexican seafood cocktail, a thrilling vortex 
of chilled tomato broth whose spiciness 
builds as you scoop spoonful after spoonful 
of shrimp and scallops from its depths. 

Next to Mar, Felix Barron, formerly of 
KTCHN DTLA, makes open-faced sand¬ 
wiches topped with a fried egg at KTCHN 
DTSA. His proteins range from pulled 
pork to chicken to smoked corned beef. 
The latter is my favorite. Not only did the 
petals of beef taste as though they were 
made by an actual Jewish deli, but here, 
for the first time, the proclivity of chefs 
such as Barron to add a fried egg to every¬ 


thing actually works. His perfectly cooked 
yolk breaks and marries the beef, the 
crispy toast and the excellent lime vinai¬ 
grette-dressed chayote slaw as though it’s 
a sauce made to do exactly that. 

A fried egg also tops the poutine two 
stalls down at Stockyard Sandwich by Phil 
Burden, who was previously at Santa Ana’s 
Grilled Cheese Spot. Stockyard makes big, 
honking sandwiches stuffed with either 
short rib, pulled pork, chicken or tuna, all 
served with house-fried potato chips. But 
the moist shreds of his short rib sing the 
loudest on his poutine. That it manages to 
breathe new life into the already-tired hip¬ 
ster food fascination with tater tots should 
say a lot about his short rib. 

The Stoner Papas dish at Dos Chinos has 
a similar meat-on-top-of-fried-potatoes 
bent, but you’re better off opting for the 
rice plates, which are perhaps the best 
things you can eat at 4th Street Market. In 
particular, you want the so-called Bolsa 
Pork. Its gorgeously crispy swatches of 
pork belly recall the last time I had great 
Filipino lechon. The pork is also paired 
with the same Dos Chinos magical tangy 
chile relish that comes with the Oahu 
shrimp rice plate, which is 10 times better 
than anything I’ve had at actual shrimp 
trucks in Hawaii. 

Around the corner from Dos Chinos is 
Ink Waffles, where Jaritza Gonzalez makes 
waffle sandwiches that can compete with 
Bruxie and all its copycats. Get the name¬ 
sake waffle made with actual squid ink, 
or try whatever sweet waffle Gonzalez 
currently has on special, especially if it’s 
the Almond Joy, a chocolate waffle with 
melted chocolate, coconut shreds and 
slivers of crunchy toasted almonds. Read 


Gustavo’s Hole In the Wall column from 
last month for more details. 

Adjacent to Ink Waffles are Jason 
Quinn’s three Playground spinoff eateries: 
Noodle Tramp, PFC and Wagyu Chuck. At 
Noodle Tramp, try the vegetable khao soi 
over the chicken and the beef, neither of 
which adds anything to the already-thick 
coconut-curry gravy doused over noodles. 
And at Wagyu Chuck, the best discovery 
is the baked-potato fries, torn-apart whole 
spuds deep-fried until the skins turn 
crunchy. The potatoes are far more inter¬ 
esting than the burgers that taste a lot like 
In-N-Outs but with a denser bun. Quinn’s 
best contribution to the food court, though, 
is PFC’s fried chicken, dusted with a spice 
rub akin to the kind that covers the ribs 
at Memphis BBQ and served with a tangy 
syrup aromatic of pulverized lemongrass. 

For dessert, you could suck on a paleta 
from Front Porch Pops, munch a custom 
built s’more from Torch, lick a crumbly 
ice cream cone from the Chunk-N-Chip, 
or wait until someone from Honor Roll 
decides to walk out and offer free dough¬ 
nuts from its bakery counter. If they do, 
you will be compelled to get coffee from 
Portola, or maybe just another beer from 
Recess or juice from Radical Botanicals. 
Then go outside to the patio flanked by 
graffiti murals and listen to the string 
quartet musicians play their hearts out in 
the middle of the afternoon.

Balela In Brea?

I thought I'd eaten all of what OC's 
amazing Middle Eastern restaurants 
had to offer: the sphihas and hot sauces 
and Iraqi bread and Egyptian spaghetti 
and Syrian fried meatballs. But when 
I swung by Oasis Food Cafe in Brea, 
there was something I had never even 
heard of before, let alone seen in an 
Orange County menu. "What's balela?" 

I asked the nice waiter after he took my 
shawerma pita order. 

"It's what happens before hummus," 
he replied. Proto-hummus? "Cooked 
garbanzo beans, fava on bottom and a 
lot of spice. Lebanese. Highly recom¬ 
mend it." 

As he left, I Googled the term and 
saw that Trader Joe's apparently serves 
a version. Now I remember: a type of 
bean salad. Sounds boring. I began 
second-guessing myself when he finally 
brought the balela, along with some 
pita slices. Wow! Trader Joe's balela is 
to the real deal what the Doritos Loco 
taco is to an al pastor bought from a 
Tijuana street cart. Not only were the 
garbanzo and fava beans perfect, the 
whole garbanzos adding texture to the 
fava's fine mush, but the spices mixed 
in throughout also enlivened the dish 
in a way no other Middle Eastern dish 
in OC can. There was zaatar, of course, 
the classic Lebanese spice rub, but also 
cumin, garlic and other mysteries even 
the waiter couldn't remember—elec¬ 
tricity in a spread. 

That such a rarity as balela is being 
served is enough reason to visit Oasis 
Food Cafe. Even though it's in boring 
Brea, the chefs aren't afraid to offer 
dishes that appeal only to expats, from 
manakish (Levantine pizzas) to cucum¬ 
ber yogurt to dollops of labne. The 
entrees are more mainstream—gyro 
this, fattoush that, all customizable 
a la Chipotle—and there's even a 
smoothie bar for all the teens strolling 
through after Brea Junior High lets out 
for the day. They're fine, but then you 
discoverthe mulberryjuice—so dense 
it's almost savory, but ending with a 
sugary flourish. And then you wonder 
anew: Howthe hell did this great spot 
end up in Brea?

Pork belly poutine at Bosscat Kitchen & Libations 


U nlike the poutine typically 
served in Quebecois hockey 
arenas, cabanes a patates 
(roadside chip wagons) and 
cantines (greasy spoons), the poutine at 
Bosscat Kitchen & Libations is, quintes- 
sentially, an American-hipster remix. 
Instead of the dish’s traditional ingre¬ 
dients (fries, cheese curds and gravy), 
Bosscat’s take features thin slices of Duroc 
pork belly, potato wedges, gravy and a 
duck-fat fried egg on top. It’s just as carb- 
heavy as the Canadian original, but terrifi¬ 
cally fattier—err, American. 

Even if Bosscat’s poutine is on the 
trendier side, it meets—and exceeds—the 
standards of a traditional poutine. For one, 
the gravy is sizzling-hot, so everything 
melts into what looks like a gravy-based 
potage. The heat also causes the potatoes 
to moisten (though they still retain some

crispiness because their skin is left on), 
and the pork belly slices seem to dissolve 
into the gravy’s thickness. When the egg is 
poked, the yolk injects itself into the mix¬ 
ture. By now, it’s pointless to try to deci¬ 
pher whether you’re chewing on a potato 
wedge or a slice of pork belly because 
you might be tempted to do that. Instead, 
accept this dish’s amalgamated nature; the 
marriage of the flavors and textures, after 
all, is its winning attribute.

Short Cuts 

Y ou gotta love the Music Video 
Showcase offered every year at the 
conclusion of the Newport Beach Film 
Festival. This year's selection offers a 
range of new, innovative artists in vid¬ 
eos that go against the grain of what the 
medium usually offers. Here's a glimpse: 

"THE FUTURE IS SLOW COMING": 

James Lees directs this striking look at 
racial division and social unrest, made 
even more poignant with singer Benja¬ 
min Booker's gravelly, soulful voice. It's 
the 1960s, and in Groundhog Day fash¬ 
ion, our hero drives through the same 
Southern town every day and witnesses 
police inflicting brutal force on some 
African-American protesters. With 
guitar in tow, Booker makes a stand. 
"WON'T LOOK BACK": Duke Dumont 
isn't necessarily an artist whose music 
is on repeat on the Billboard hit parade 
these days, but the producer's dance 
track "Won't Look Back" carries an 
energetic ferocity that perfectly car¬ 
ries the video's storyline. An LA heist 
goes as planned, and the thieves make 
their getaway via pogo sticks while 
being pursued by Segway-riding police 
officers. Tim Main directs this thrilling 
chase throughout the city. 

"I WON'T LET YOU DOWN": You 
remember the treadmill video OK Go 
released years ago, ortheir Rube 
Goldberg-style video? The band have 
been consistently creating quirky, cho¬ 
reographed videos for so long that by 
now they're remembered for more than 
their music. But "I Won't Let You Down," 
directed by Kazuaki Seki and Damian 
Kulash Jr., blows all of those previous 
vids out of the water with this heavily- 
synchronized, Busby Berkeley-esque 
dance number that keeps growing and 
growing. This one will leave you in awe. 
"HOLDING ON FOR LIFE": Jacob 
Gentry directs actors Anton Yelchin and 
Kate Mara as two star-crossed lovers 
in outer space, living and loving to the 
sounds of Broken Bell's extended ver¬ 
sion of "Holding On for Life." This video 
is the second half of the band's "After 
the Disco" video/short film crossover, 
and their dark, synthy electro pop surely 
fits the mood and theme of the story. 
Don't miss the cameo by Broken Bells 
members, Danger Mouse and the Shins' 
James Mercer, who fill in some of the 
evocative intrigue in this hypnotic video.

Sound Choices 

Newport Beach Film Festival has an ear for groovy music movies

B ojana Sandic mostly helps put 
together the Newport Beach 
Film Festival’s short films 
program, but she also has her 
hand in the music video lineup that my 
colleague Aimee Murillo previews (see 
sidebar), as well as the presentation of 
music-related documentaries. 

Four of the latter you really should try 
to get out to see at the 16th annual festi¬ 
val, which runs Thursday to Thursday, 
April 23 to 30. 

Austin to Boston, the latest from No 
Cameras Allowed director James Marcus 
Haney, is the ultimate road picture, fol¬ 
lowing three U.K. bands (Ben Howard 
& Band, the Staves, and Bear’s Den) and 
one from Denver, Colorado (Nathaniel 
Rateliff), that are crammed into five old 
VW vans for a jagged 3,000-mile “tour” 
from South By Southwest in Austin, Texas, 
to the penultimate gig in Boston, Mas¬ 
sachusetts. Watching these modern-day 
folkies interact brings to mind the Laurel 
Canyon denizens of the 1960s. Screens at 
the Triangle, Tues., 5:15 p.m.; and at Island 
Cinemas, Wed., 8 p.m. 

Highly recommended is Flory's Flame, 
which does to the nearly lost music of the 
pre-inquisition Jews of Spain what Wim 
Wenders and Ry Cooder did with the 
nearly lost music of Cubans in The Buena 
Vista Social Club. Director Curt Fissel 
showcases 90-year-old Flory Jagoda, a 
composer, performer, and keeper of songs 
and lyrics passed down in her Sephardic 
Jewish family. Footage includes her tri¬ 
umphant September 2013 Celebration 
Concert at the U.S. Library of Congress. 
Screens at the Triangle, Sun., 11 a.m.; and at 
Island Cinemas, Tues., noon. 

Another doc about the power of a music 
you may not know existed is Jim Brown’s 
Free to Rock, which reveals that long before 
the Gipper told Gorby to “tear down this 
wall,” rock & rollers in the Soviet Union 
had been chipping away at it. Comic relief 
comes in if-you-can’t-beat-’em-join-’em 
form from a pro-Soviet band that was 
manufactured just as the Monkees were. 
Screens at South Coast Village, Sat., 4:30 
p.m.; and at Big Newport, Mon., 5:15 p.m. 

Continuing the keeping-lost-music- 
alive theme is Charles Cohen’s The 
Crooked Tune: An Old Time Fiddler in a 
Modern World. The subject is Dave Bing, 
a fiddler who not only plays Old Time 
American music, but he also teaches it to 
others, including U.K. and Irish fiddlers 
who are trying to tap into the sounds that 
started in their homeland, immigrated to 
the hills of West Virginia and mixed with 
black music. Screens at Island Cinemas, 
Thurs., April 30,5p.m. 


LAGUNA DOUBLE BILL 

Jason Blalock grew up in Laguna Beach 
and always wanted to make a film there. 
He finally got his opportunity with the 
documentary short Sawdust and Sand: The 
Art of Douglas Miller. 

Miller is a longtime local painter, musi¬ 
cian and, as anyone who has seen him in 
the village with three cameras dangling 
around his neck knows, rabid street pho¬ 
tographer. He has shot anybody, every¬ 
body and nobodies from Laguna’s heyday 
as an art community in the 1970s through 
the post -Laguna Beach: The Real Orange 
County upper-crusty yuppitude of today. 

He figures he has amassed 350,000 
images, which is amazing when you 
consider he is also a prolific painter who 
has built and manned his own booth at 
the Sawdust Festival since nearly the 
beginning. Blalock has keenly crafted a 
documentary that is part profile, part his¬ 
tory lesson and part comment on the gen- 
trification that is taking the art out of the 
art colony. Screens as part of the Made in 
California shorts program, at Big Newport, 
Mon., 5 p.m. 

Brandon Lied’s full-length documen¬ 
tary The AC Project: To the Ends of the Earth 

does not play on a festival double bill with 
Sawdust and Sand but it could because

Therapeutic Arts 



OPENING 

CHILD 44 Filmmaking for grown-ups is so 
scarce these days that it's tempting to grade 
Daniel Espinosa's bleak, bone-crunching 
thriller Child44 on a curve: Tom Hardy plays 
dutiful secret police agent Leo Demidov, who 
stomps around Stalinist Russia looking to 
solve a series of grisly child murders that the 
government would prefer to keep unsolved. A 
former underling who's clawed his way to the 
top (Joel Kinnaman) and a wife who just may 
be a traitor to her country (Noomi Rapace) 
complicate his increasingly thorny mission. 
The picture, adapted by Richard Price from 
Tom Rob Smith's 2008 novel, has a chilly little 
soul to go along with its muted, greenish- 
sepia color palette. This is a dignified piece 
of filmmaking, and one that uses brutality to 
great effect—a knife-and-knuckle brawl set 
in a freight car is all the more effective for 
being so dimly lit you can barely see what's 
happening, though you feel it in your marrow. 
Child 44 isn't always so grimly exciting: For 
long stretches, it's dull and plodding, chug¬ 
ging along on the fumes of its earnest inten¬ 
tions. Still, there are worse ways to kill two 
hours than watching Hardy work his sturdy 
magic. Demidov starts out as a true believer 
in the system, only to become undone by 
doubt, a transformation Hardy navigates with 
great subtlety. He's the manliest of actors, 
but there's also a somber softness about him, 
as if he's more worrier than warrior. Stout of 
heart, he's the movie's most vital organ. (R) 
Stephanie Zacharek. Countywide. 

LITTLE BOY Did you know that there's a new 
family-audience feature film that implies God 
nuked Japan because one plucky American 
moppet dared to dream? That's no exaggera¬ 
tion. In the summer of 1945, the kid stands on 
a California dock, points his fingers magician- 
style out at the Pacific horizon, and screams 
a series of prayerful "Arggggh!"s in his 
efforts to perform some war-ending miracle. 
He's trying to move heaven and earth to get 
his father home from a PO.W. camp; the 
movie, confoundingly, intercuts the dad's 
capture and torture with the son's being 
tossed by small-town bullies into a dumpster. 
The kid prays and arggghs until the filmmak¬ 
ers, gauche and monstrous, cue up a jubilant 
"This Little Light of Mine" for the payoff to a 
gag you will have dreaded since learning the 
film is called Little Boy and that "Little Boy" 


is its small-fry hero's nickname. One morning 
his neighbors are dancing in the street, and 
the headline in the local paper credits "Little 
Boy" with de facto ending the war. That God, 
always eager to smite foreign cities if you just 
believe\ Examinations of faith on film don't 
have to be noxious. This spring a welcome 
restoration of Rene Clement's 1952 jewel 
Forbidden Games will be hitting screens. 
That's an honestf\\m about children's faith 
and trauma in World War II, one about 
the ways that ritual can help us persevere 
through loss. But Little Boy is fitted for an era 
in which finding the faith that might sustain 
just isn't uplifting enough—despite the fact 
that that's the only thing faith can actually do. 
Instead, the faith of Pepper Busbee (Jakob 
Salvati) is just another superpower. (PG-13) 
Alan Scherstuhl. Countywide. 

THE WATER DIVINER Russell Crowe proves 
to be a proficient director in need of better 
material with The Water Diviner, an adapta¬ 
tion of Andrew Anastasios and Dr. Meaghan 
Wilson-Anastasios' inspired-by-true-events 
novel. In 1919, Joshua Connor (Crowe), a 
"water diviner"—i.e., someone with the 
quasi-mystical ability to use tuning rods 
to locate underground H20—is left alone 
after his wife (Jacqueline McKenzie) com¬ 
mits suicide, shattered by the death of her 
three sons at WWI's 1915 Battle of Gallipoli. 
Determined to honor her wishes, Connor 
travels to the famed Turkish battlefield, where 
he endeavors to locate his boys' corpses 
and, ultimately, one child he hopes is still 
alive. Crowe's visual framing and dramatic 
staging are as assured as his compelling 
lead performance. Yet as his story becomes 
weighed down by issues of cross-cultural 
understanding, forgiveness, and second 
chances—the latter through Connor's rela¬ 
tionship with a Turkish commander (Yilmaz 
Erdogan) and budding romance with a single 
mother (Olga Kurylenko) who believes her 
missing-in-action husband may still return 
home—the film comes to feel like a slight, 
straightforward tale distended to tedious 
lengths. Still, marked by aesthetic elegance 
and narrative inertia, it delivers at least one 
unforgettable scene: that of an injured soldier 
forced to listen to the last agonizing moans 
of his fallen frontline comrades. (R) Nick 
Schager.

IT FOLLOWS Forget Dracula and Freddie 
Kruger. In writer/director David Robert 
Mitchell's It Follows, the killer is as 
generic as death, the universal murderer. 
The monster can look like anyone: an 
old woman, a child, your mom. And 
instead of cackling quips or toying with 
blades, it simply paces toward you, as 
silent and slow as a lion, until it's close 
enough to pounce. Flee to Kansas and it 
will pad behind in pursuit. A child fears 
the boogeyman under the bed. Grown¬ 
ups wake up terrified of nightmares like 
this—they know that in some form, an 
assassin will slay us all and there's no 
escape. Mitchell has made a teen slasher 
for adults. The sacrificial flesh is young, 
but the horrors are for the barely legal and 
above, as the stalker is transmitted by sex. 
Sleep with the wrong partner, as 19-year- 
old Jay (Maika Monroe, the square-shoul¬ 
dered blonde of last summer's excellent 
The Guesfj discovers, and death passes 
from her date to her. Jay's choices are 
dire: die, or kill her own conscience by 
seducing the next victim. It Follows crams 
big ideas into a thin, but stylish thriller that 
shares the visual tics of this new breed of 
low budget, high ambition horror. There's 
a way-cool synth soundtrack, curiously 
dated set design (our heroine still watches 
a TV with rabbit ears), several gorgeous 
tracking shots, and pounds of atmospheric 
pressure. At times, the film moves so slow 
it feels drugged. But just when boredom 
sets in, a figure moves in the distance and 
alarm bells sound all over again. The most 
fun will be in dissecting it afterwards.

UNFRIENDED The trolling is coming from 
inside the house! Mere emojis can't 
capture the plugged-in joys of the first 
hour or so of haunted-internet teen flick 
Unfriended, which knives with dexter¬ 
ous wit The Way We Live Now. Here's a 
clutch of horny high school dopes hang¬ 
ing out on Skype, getting doxed to death 
by what seems to be the vengeful ghost 
of Laura Barns (Heather Sossaman), a 
young woman who committed suicide a 
year before.

We see this play out exclusively through 
the screen of another young woman's 
laptop: Blaire (Shelley Hennig) indulges 
in amusingly listless sex-chat with her 
boyfriend, Mitch (Moses Jacob Storm), 
scored to songs from her Spotify account. 
Sometimes, after a scare, she'll Google 
something related to it. She exchanges 
tense instant messages—we see her type 
a truth, hesitate, then erase it in favor of 
a more politic response. Some of these 
IMs go to that ghost. Blaire will hit send 
and wait while the filmmakers stir up 
fresh tension from banal details of our 
tech lives, like the checked box saying 
the message has been "seen." You know 
the cats that, in most horror films, are 
good for a fake-out scare or two? Here, 
ingeniously, their role is played by a pop¬ 
up ad. So, yes, this movie is 85 minutes of 
watching someone else use a computer. 
Director Levan Gabriadze is adept at the 
sinking something's not right creepiness 
too few horror films dig into. His tech¬ 
niques are certain to be copy-pasted by 
imitators. What might be wonderful is if 
they were applied to something other than 
the jubilant murder of morally dubious 
teens. How about a laptop rom-com? (R) 
Alan Scherstuhl. Countywide.

Live! Nude! Discourse! 


O n the surface, there’s little 

overtly radical about curator 
Eric Minh Swenson’s “NUDE 
SURVEY ONE,” an eclectic 
exhibition of sculpture, painting, draw¬ 
ings and photography that celebrates the 
nude, mostly female, form, tucked away 
in the Jamie Brooks Fine Art Gallery, an 
elegant, yet utilitarian, industrial space. 
Subversively, this potential status quo 
peep show of naked chicks takes the stan¬ 
dard male gaze and removes its overt sex¬ 
ism, reveling in women’s strength and not 
just getting off on their beauty. 

If Rembrandt were alive today, I expect 
he’d paint Brad Salamon’s chiaroscuro 
Girl Interrupted, with its black-haired 
woman sitting on a chair in an otherwise 
dark room, head turned to acknowledge 
the viewer, posture perfect, nipples erect, 
holding a cell phone in her hand as a 
suggestion of selfies to come. William 
Wray’s threesome of pictures riffs on the 
same theme: The Copic marker on ges- 
soed panel Selfie Dude’s dim expression, 
cell extended to capture athletic abs and 
dangling junk, is a great piece with a 
wicked sense of personality—as well as, 
unfortunately, the only male nude on dis¬ 
play. The remaining two images are oils of 
undressed women taking pictures, obscur¬ 
ing their faces with cameras so that our 
focus is on their bodies: Sexist Selfie is top¬ 
less, her jeans open to reveal her vagina, 
the walls behind her a smeary shit-brown 
that offers a seedy sense of isolation to 
her otherwise healthy figure. The other 
woman, in Sexist Selfie2, is wholly nude, 
on a bed, tattooed sleeves holding up the 
camera, the picture snapped in the mirror 
dark and grimy, save for the touch of pink 
on her breasts and shaved pudendum. 

The photographed women are mostly 
confident and comfortable in their black- 
and-white nudity: The two transsexual 
porn stars featured by Dave Naz in Jamie 
French £t Eva Cassini disconcertingly 
resemble Marilyn Manson in his Mechani¬ 
cal Animals phase, with their defiant, 
mind-fucking blur of muscles, dicks and 
breasts. The female model in Eric Charles’ 
Moxi lifts the soles of her feet off the 
ground to show off her tattoos, her ample 
breast exposed as it spills from her silk 
jacket, while she holds her sunglasses 
as if to get a better look at the loser try¬ 
ing to steal a glance at the obscured area 
between her legs. The half-naked model 
in Renee Jacobs’ Cafe de Flore glares at 
the camera as if daring someone to stop 
her from undressing; the restaurant’s 
patrons go about their unfazed business. 
Ted Meyer’s Lexi takes things a step fur¬ 
ther, with his subject forbidding him from 


taking her picture, her hand shoved into 
the camera as if a celebrity annoyed with 
paparazzi. Things take a different turn in 
Victor Lightworship’s well-designed dys¬ 
topian Monkey Toe Push, its bald woman 
lying on a painful-looking metal conveyor 
belt in an empty warehouse, a gloved hand 
pushing her along. There’s a deep sense 
of violation to Johnny Naked’s Dirty, his 
model drawn in on herself, as the visual 
lines of the tile and bathtub she’s perched 
on aim at her vagina. It’s an evocative 
piece, tinged with moldy grout, and a 
sobering counterpoint to the girl power 
otherwise on display. 

A woman’s gaze, honoring and not 
ogling, is the point of several pieces: The 
28-inch-by-34-inch woman’s posterior in 
Serena Potter’s mixed-media Inspection 
fills the canvas, but time with the work 
suggests the woman has just done a vagi¬ 
nal exam with the hand mirror she holds, 
her fingers gripping it in a way that flips 
her middle digit at the viewer focused 
on her ass. Ashley Bravin’s sumptuous 
pen, ink and paper Sleeping With Wolves 
isn’t a simpatico ad for PETA; her woman 
curled up with two lupine figures delivers 
delicacy and comfort, impeccably framed 
and drawn. Of the remaining paintings 
and drawings, I was enamored of Nicole 
Waszak’s honest Self Portrait, featuring her 
topless against a wall of tacky majestic wall¬ 
paper, bad posture, a cruddy tattoo on one 
arm and visible blemish on her shoulder. 


RENEE JACOBS 

Barbie’s smooth plastic crotch gets the 
backhand in Allie Pohl’s sculpture Ideal 
Woman: Chrome, Silver. I was fascinated 
by Camilla Taylor’s It Wasn’t Until Then, 
with its two figures, burnt and shrunken 
to be unrecognizable, the stumps of 
legs like toothpicks, the unintentional 
spider web drifting between them eerie 
and appropriate. Melanie Newcombe’s 
impressive, work-intensive Grace is a 
full-sized female figure with frazzled 
Medusa locks whirling in the air; made of 
aluminum screen, shiny wire ties hold the 
porous flesh together as though it’s Fran¬ 
kenstein’s monster. 

Looking to the future and “NUDE 
SURVEY TWO,” I hope Swenson will 
treat that exhibition with the same intel¬ 
lectual vigor he has applied to this one. A 
request? More male flesh, please, espe¬ 
cially if we’re treated to the various ways 
that women artists look at the masculine 
form. That would be eye-opening. Until 
then, this is a great start.

Evie Yapelli of Laguna Ink Spot & Gallery 


W hile Evie Yapelli has no 
problem doing other 
styles of tattooing (par¬ 
ticularly American tradi¬ 
tional), her specialty is in a minimalistic 
blackwork approach. Yapelli uses only 
black ink in these pieces, along with per¬ 
haps one other color (typically red) as an 
accent. The style has proven perfect for 
many classic designs. 

“I started off loving old-school sailor 
tattoos, but I also always loved the illus¬ 
tration side of things,” Yapelli says. “I like 
to do things like anamorphic vegetables 
and old-school children’s-book illustra¬ 
tions. It’s a little more antiquey than most 
tattoos. I love painting and tattooing flow¬ 
ers, but I do a Victorian spin on old-school 
roses. I felt like if I didn’t have anything 
new to add to tattooing; I shouldn’t get 
into it. I wanted to take it in a different 
direction.” 

She began with a more minimalistic 
approach to tattooing and limited her 
palette to a handful of colors. Then Yapelli 
moved to blackwork and instantly fell in 
love with the style. “At first, I didn’t know 
how to use black. Then, I was scared to 
use too much black,” Yapelli says. “Black¬ 
work is a newer thing in tattooing. Before, 
there was black and gray, and there were 
color tattoos. I saw blackwork once and 
thought it was interesting because it was a 
different aesthetic from the others.” 

While living in Chicago, Yapelli experi¬ 
mented with the style. “I started doing 
Disney flash [sheets full of small tattoo 
designs] in all black. I didn’t even tea stain 
the sheets. I really liked it, so I kept doing 
it,” Yapelli says. 

For the Disney fan, making a living 
doing Disney-inspired vintage artwork

is pretty close to a dream come true. 
“There’s so much good material from 
Disney,” Yapelli says. “People think tat¬ 
toos have to be deep and meaningful, but 
they could just be something you love. It 
felt like a fun California thing to do. Here, 
there’s a whole bunch of people who are 
stoked about it. It’s delightful and charm¬ 
ing. People love it because it’s nostalgic.” 

Working at Laguna Ink Spot & Gal¬ 
lery has been an adjustment from the 
Midwest. “I have kind of a skewed view 
because I’d always worked in a private 
shop in Chicago, but it was always more 
collectors than people looking to get their 
first tattoos,” she says. “It was always 
people who did their research and trusted 
the artist they were getting tattooed by. 

It definitely took longer to build a clien¬ 
tele out here, but that’s because OC is so 
saturated with tattoo artists. Everyone has 
a brother or a friend who tattoos out of 
their kitchen or out of their own shop.” 

But her style is getting noticed. “Now, 
it’s more exciting for me to be out here 
because I have a clientele who want spe¬ 
cial custom pieces from me,” she says. 
“I’m enamored with the majority of what 
I do now. I think it’s visually striking. You 
don’t need any frills; each design is the 
essence of what it is.”

Mr. All-Access 

Austin Whitney enables music festivals to better serve the handicapped

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C oachella 2008 was a life-changing 
weekend for Austin Whitney— 
and not for the superfluous rea¬ 
sons you’d expect. He’d spent the 
day traversing the widespread fairgrounds in 
a wheelchair in 110-degree weather, and the 
accommodations were far from accessible. 

Just after graduating high school in 
2007, Whitney was set to attend the Uni¬ 
versity of Michigan; he’d even received his 
football passes for the upcoming season. 
That all changed the night he was driving 
with two of his friends, and he hit a curb 
while going 50 mph. When he woke up in 
the hospital, he was unable to feel his toes. 
He’d broken his pelvis, spine and two of his 
ribs, which had cut into his lungs and liver, 
causing internal bleeding. His friend Robert 
had a broken wrist; his friend Rory was 
ejected from the car, which saved his life, 
though he suffered a number of injuries. 

Whitney spent the next several months 
trying to justify his existence, but he kept 
moving forward. “I thought, ‘Make tomor¬ 
row better than today; just work in that 
direction. Even if you don’t buy it 100 per¬ 
cent, try it,”’ he recalls. 

He attended classes locally at Saddle¬ 
back College until transferring to UC 
Santa Barbara, where he’d spend the 
next three quarters. In search of things to 


occupy his mind, he began to scuba dive 
and skydive, but nothing quite satiated 
the void he felt like music did. He wanted 
to attend Coachella, but he didn’t think it 
would be possible. Great friends assured 
they’d make it happen, and then there he 
was, listening to Roger Waters perform 
“In the Flesh” with a smile on his face, 
thinking, “Life doesn’t have to be shitty. 
There are still moments to enjoy,” he says. 

Music had always played an important 
role in Whitney’s life. His parents are lov¬ 
ers of such classic rock bands as Pink Floyd 
and the Grateful Dead. Being at Coachella, 
he felt music had once again injected 
meaning and purpose into his life. Whit¬ 
ney transferred to UC Berkeley, where 
he began volunteering at festivals. (He 
received his undergraduate degree there.) 
In 2011, he began law school at Berkeley 
and went on to work in ADA (Americans 
With Disabilities Act) compliance for 
companies such as Insomniac, producer of 
Electric Daisy Carnival and Nocturnal. 

He spent a summer working for the Ore¬ 
gon Supreme Court, but he soon realized 
he’d rather use his knowledge of law not in 
the courtroom, but at festivals, educating 
producers and working alongside disabled 
patrons. In 2014, he founded the nonprofit 
Accessible Festivals. Whitney, along with his 


business partner and longtime friend Oren, 
are currently working with 19 promoters 
throughout the U.S. and have 30 festivals 
lined up for the season. Whitney attributes 
their success to the simple question he asks 
festival attendees: ‘What can I do to make 
this festival more enjoyable for you—even 
if you’re painting me a perfect world?” The 
organization takes the responses and tries to 
find a way to make it happen or offer a com¬ 
parable solution. 

Each time the group returns to a festi¬ 
val, Whitney explains, there is a doubling 
of disabled attendees. Through Whitney’s 
personal triumphs and his knowledge of 
the law, he can better equip festivals to 
accommodate everything from people 
with a gluten intolerance or a sprained 
ankle to those who are deaf or paraplegic. 
He educates his volunteers about Title 3 of 
the ADA, public accommodation law, fes¬ 
tival production and disability awareness. 

‘We’re also big advocates of hearing- 
loss prevention,” Whitney says. “If you’re 
not disabled going into it, you shouldn’t 
leave with a disability. It’s tangential, but 
it’s important. We give out ear plugs, and 
we encourage people to wear them!” 

One of the most important parts of 
Whitney’s job is problem solving. He 
designed a 32-foot-by-16-foot platform 


with an impeccable view of the festival, 
adding LED lighting so people could find 
it easily. He tested the platform at Noctur¬ 
nal in San Bernardino a few weeks back: 
The first night, the company experienced 
technical difficulties, and the maximum 
number of attendees on the platform was 
18. But the following night, when the over¬ 
head sign was working, there were nearly 
60 people there; no matter where you were 
standing, you could find the ADA sign. 

Accessible Festivals has also partnered 
with SubPac to design a system that turns 
an audio source into sensations, augment¬ 
ing the sound for those who are deaf or 
hard-of-hearing. The organization owns 
about a dozen backpacks that are able to 
be loaned to attendees during the festival. 

The most humbling part of all of this for 
Whitney is when he’s approached by oth¬ 
ers who have found meaning in their lives, 
just as he did back in 2008. A screw that 
came out of his spine hangs from a chain 
around his neck as a reminder of his past. 

“The best advice I got when I was in 
the hospital was that you can’t control the 
physical reality of your injuries, but you can 
control your attitude,” he says. “Feeling bad 
for yourself is a choice, but having a good 
attitude makes things better in the long run.”

The epic return of Faith No More

F aith No More always make it okay 
to be weird. The band’s sound— 
thrash metal spliced with funk, 
hip-hop, punk and loose shards 
of many other genres—is unparalelled. And 
whether or not their ’90s radio hit “Epic” 
is what first grabbed you, the band had so 
much more to offer once you dug past the 
singles. After an 18-year hiatus, eccentric 
front man Mike Patton, drummer Mike Bor- 
din, bassist Billy Gould, guitarist Jon Hudson 
and keyboardist Roddy Bottum are at it 
again, releasing a new record, Sol Invictas, on 
their own label, Reclamation Records. We 
spoke to Bordin about the band’s new chap¬ 
ter before their show at the Observatory 

OC WEEKLY; After meeting up with the band 
in LA a couple of years ago , you decided to 
work out a plan for a new album and recorded 
it in Oakland. How did that come about? 
MIKE BORDIN: That’s where our rehearsal 
studio is. It’s like the Bat Cave—nobody 
knows about it when you’re there, and 
nobody gives a shit anyway We can go there 
whenever we want. It was just a comfort¬ 
able place to play music. The song “Mata¬ 
dor,” the first one we released out of this 
new batch of songs—when we played it, it 
felt good. And we could take all the time we 
wanted to make the record, and we weren’t 
getting leaned on from any direction except 
from internally, just saying, “Make some 
kickass music. Make some music you like.” 
What was Mike Patton doing while the 
rest of the band was getting together and 
writing music? 

He heard a lot of the stuff we were mess¬ 
ing with, and he felt good about it. So that 
encouraged us to carry on with it and 
finish it up right. He listened to a lot of it, 
and that determined the songs that ended 
up on the album. 

Describe the state of the band in ’97, when 
you broke up. What did it take to get you 
guys back together? 


The thing that stopped us was a whole lot 
of shared baggage, going from nothing to 
having hit records and a lot of expecta¬ 
tions. At that point, maybe there wasn’t 
a lot more for us to say. The last album, 
Album of the Year, we made because we 
wanted to make it, and I will always stand 
by it. But even at that time, everyone was 
doing a lot of different stuff. Mike was in 
Mr. Bungle, Roddy was doing Imperial 
Teen, and I was playing shows with Ozzy 
[Osbourne]. To get to where we are now, 
you let go of that baggage; you get new 
baggage that has nothing to do with the 
band, and you don’t trip on the old baggage 
so much. 

What were your first impressions of the two 
singles “Motherfucker” and “Super Hero”? 
“Motherfucker” leaped out at us because 
Roddy brought it to us, and it was fairly 
complete, except for the drums. I like 
what Mike sings in the chorus; it makes 
me laugh. Whenever he says, “moth¬ 
erfucker,” it makes me smile because it 
sounds as if he’s smiling when he’s saying 
it. On “Super Hero,” there are a lot more 
layers. It has a lot of energy; it’s driving 
and forceful. To me, that’s what Faith No 
More should sound like. 

What’s on your mind as you gear up for 
your first U.S. tour in such a long time? 

IPs been a long time coming.... We’re all 
looking forward to setting out and playing 
this new music because we really like it. All 
the shows sold out really quick—not at the 
biggest of places, but that’s all right. None of 
us has any delusions of grandeur. We’re just 
toying to gauge what’s out there, and there’s a 
good enthusiasm. So, fuck yeah, we’re ready

I t's easy to miss Left of the Dial Records in 
downtown Santa Ana. The shop is tucked 
away on French Street, the only indication it's 
there a sidewalk sign and mini-mural. Walking 
up to the store, live music wafts down from band 
lockouts located on the second story of the build¬ 
ing. Inside, owner Geoff Leamon sits behind a 
counter and fiddles with a turntable. Leamon is 
soft-spoken, but once he starts pulling out rare 
releases, his eyes light up and his stoic persona 
gives way to youthful giddiness. 

He's currently fascinated with a private press 
from an elderly gentleman named Bob Pratt that 
features song titles such as "Young Chicks Look 
Good to This Old Man." Leamon says with a 
chuckle, "It's so funny and incredibly interesting 
to me that somebody said, 'Okay, this guy needs 
to make a record.'" 

In addition to random pieces such as Pratt's, 
Left of the Dial carries an extensive prog section, 
plus pop-culture gems including a 1959 original 
pressing of Big Bopper's "Chantilly Lace." Given 
the Slowdive T-shirt he's wearing, it's not surpris¬ 
ing Leamon keeps the '80s alternative and post¬ 
punk sections well-stocked. 

Owning and operating Left of the Dial is 
Leamon's dream gig, yet the store owner nearly 
called it quits in early 2014. "Last year was a 
big struggle; things came up that were beyond 
my control. I got to the point where I had to ask 
myself if I really wanted to do this," he says. "I 
did some soul searching and realized how lucky 
I am to be doing what I love. If I wanted to suc¬ 
ceed, I needed to work harder at it." 

For Leamon, working harder meant over¬ 


coming his health issues. In 2013, he was 
diagnosed with ulcerative colitis. The regiment 
of medications he began taking came with side 
effects, and his condition failed to improve. 
Leamon entertained the idea of closing his 
doors for good. 

But then Pearl Jam guitarist Mike McCready 
found his way to the store. Not only did McCready 
become a fan of Left of the Dial, but thanks to his 
own experience with Crohn's disease (which is 
similarto ulcerative colitis), he also became a 
source of encouragement to Leamon. 

"Mike's been a huge supporter of the shop. 
He's one of the nicest, most genuine people," 
Leamon says. "Before, I didn't really like talking 
about it. Knowing Mike and seeing what he's 
done to raise awareness inspired me to talk 
about it. Since then, I've become an advocate for 
Crohn's and colitis awareness." 

Leamon's health has since taken a positive 
turn. His improved health coupled with heavier 
foot traffic in downtown has led him to consider 
2015 his second wind. The funky little shop now 
hosts mixtape swaps, trivia nights and perfor¬ 
mances from local artists. 

Shuffling through his collection, Leamon's 
giddiness returns as he points out Thin Lizzy reis¬ 
sues and a Pip Proud press that he likens to the 
work of Syd Barrett. "We want people to know 
[they're] gonna find [records] that aren't super¬ 
common," Leamon says. "I'm ready for people to 
see what we have here."
